How Lakin Got Information. 


Robinsen insisted that Lakin tell 
the committee how he had ob- 
tained information te the effect 
that Shattuck was a close friend 
of President Hoover and had han- 
died the President's legal business.

400 Aboard Saved. 

Last night with rescue and gal. 
vage werk hampered by the heavy 
fog. the Algonquin, with the bow 
shattered, wag anchored near the 
scene of the collision awaiting 
clearer weather on order from Capt. 
J. W. MeKenzie. The 260 passen- 
gers and 140 members of the crew 
of the Fort Victoria were landed at 
Staten Island and transferred later 
te pier No. 95 on the North River.

The reports thus far presented 
by R. F. Kelker Jr., engineer for 
the Transportation Survey Com-

If the ratio of operating ex- 
pense to total revenue remained 
constant, and it is not likely that 
it could be materially reduced, this 
‘increase in return would have to 
come from. additional business, 
more car riders. 

Meanwhile, however, the street 
railway system has been steadily 
losing riders since 1923, the loss 
ranging from two to nearly six per 
cent a year. The number of rev- 
enue passengers carried by the sys- 
tem in 1928 was 257,064,688, com- 
pared with 295,849,678 in 1923, a 
loss of 38,785,090. 

It is obvious that the street rall- 
way system not only would have to 
check its loss of business, but 
would have to gain large numbers 
of new riders in order to earn a 
return on a much higher valua- 
tion. And the gain in riders would 
have to corresp.nd more or less 
closely with the additional] return 
required, which as has been shown 
would be an increase of 71 per 
cent. Savings effected by improved 
operating efficiency might compen- 
sate for part of this, but it is un- 
likely chat the additional return 
required coulc be earned without 
an increase of at least 50 per cent 
in revenue passengers by the end 
of the five years during which the 
expenditure of $23,776,000 is con- 
tern plated. 

Whether this vast increase would 
be even possible, neither Kelker 
nor the Survey Commission have 
attempted to say. An increase of 
50 per cent in the revenue passen- 
gers of the Public Service Co. would 
be 128,000,000 a year. If the 
company, now virtually the owner 
of the Peoples Motorbus Co. 
through purchase of the latter by 
the City Utilities Co., should elimi- 
nate that company entirely and put 
all its revenue passengers on the 
street cars, the gain would be only 
22,000,000. And if it had the serv- 
ice car passengers, that would be 
only 3,000,000 more a year. 

The only other source from which 
to obtain any part of the other 
100,000,000 would be the, large 
number of persons using private 
automobiies for regular transpor- 
tation about the city. 

The continued large growth in 
registration of private automobiles 
and the experience of other cities 
where street car business is stead- 
ily declining, make that possibility 
extremely doubtful as the gource of 
any material accession of riders for 
street cars. 

Furthermore, ‘the Kelker plan 
contemplates expenditure of $6,- 
900,000 by the street car company 
as its share of proposed street wid- 
ening and repaving projects, all ot 
which would encourage the use of 
private automobiles. 

So far as is known Kelker is not 
planning any study of this ques- 
tion, as he said at the last meet- 
ing of the commission his studies 
would be completed when he pre- 
sents Bis rapid transit report Jan.

Modernism and the Art Museum. 
To the Fetter of the Post-Dispaich. 

OUR recent editorials regarding the 

attitude of the City Art Museum to- 
ward modernism, while very stimulating, 
might tend to create an erroneous um- 
pression in the minds of those readers 
who are not fully conversant with the 
extent to which this phase of art has 
been shown in the past few years. Many. 
however, will recall our large and rep- 
resentative exhibite of Swiss, Bavarian. 
Dutch, Soviet Russian, Swedish, Danish 
and Japanese paintings. In almost every 
instance these exhibits included a liberal 
representation of the advanced and even 
“extremist” schools. 

There have been special “one man” 
exhibits of such modernist painters as 
Borla Anisfeld, Roerich, lacovieff, Bel- 
lows, Bakst, Maurice Sterne and Albert 
Bloch. Sixty-nine foreign paintings from 
the Carnegie International Exhibition 
were shown in 1922, and the entire for- 
eign section of the same exhibit was 
shown in 1926. Among the artists repre- 
sented in these collections, may be men- 
tiened Le Sidanier, Matisse, Signac, Ma- 
rie Laurencin, Segonzac, Utrillo, Vallot- 
ton, Viaminck, Flandrin, Roussel, Simon, 
Menerd, among French painters, and 
Doéd, Davidson, Emsire, Gertler. Orpen, 
Greiffenhagen, Sims, John, Knight and 
Muyunnings, among the English. Other 
exhibits have included Gaugin, Redon 
and Renoir. : , 

Among modern leaders of sculpture. 
there have recently been comprehensive 
exhibits of the works of Mestrevic, Bour- 
delle and Maillol.

Alderman Waldman filed a minority report sug- 
gesting the continuance of the present method for 
at least two years, and vesting the Board of Public 
Service with authority to take alternate bids on the 
hog-feeding, incineration and reduction methods of 
disposal to determine which is best for the city. 
Arthur C. Meyers, Comptroller's engineer, also filed a 
separate report, making the point that the present 
method of disposal is the only one the city can af- 
ford at the present time. 

The Bureau of Municipal Research agrees with 
Mr. Meyers, saying: “The present method of dis- 
posal is peculiarly adapted to the conditions in St. 
Louis. The river permits an economical method of 
transportation to areas well removed from habita- 
tion where garbage may be fed to bogs on a large 
scale. No investment of city funds is required for 
costly incineration or reduction plants. The final 
disposal is no more objectionable than a hog farm 
of similar size in any rural community. No objec 
tions have arisen under the present contract which 
would require that the city abandon this method of 
disposal.” 

As it happens, the element of time compels con- 
tinuance of the present method, at least temporarily. 
The present disposal contract expires on Feb. 19, and, 
even if incineration plans were already drawn up, it 
would be impossible to put them into effect by that 
date. Accordingly, the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment urges the Board of Aldermen to renew 
the present contract for a five-year period without 
delay. 

That would permit debate and experiment as to 


the incineration method, but various questions about 
it should be settled before it is adopted. Where 
would such a plant be located so as not to consti- 
tute a nuisance? Which of various methods of in- 
cineration would be employed? Is it better to build 
one large plant or several smaller ones? Should rub 
bish be collected and used as fuel? What of the cost? 
For lack of suitable inquiry, the city sank $70,000 
in an incinerator at the foot of Chouteau avenue, 
but was forced to abandon it. It now lies idle. Let 
us not repeat that error. Chicago had a similar ex- 
perience, building a $225,000 incinerator

Reduction of garbage to produce salable greases 
and dry tankage for stock food or fertilizer is an- 
other possibility. Philadelphia owns a reduction 
plant which is said to operate at a profit after all op- 
erating expenses, overhead, depreciation and interest 
charges have been deducted.

be improved. The present system of open, mule-drawn 
wagons is unsightly, expensive and antiquated. The 
Bureau of Municipal Research in 1928 submitted a 
detailed plan for tractor-trailer collection which 
would reduce collection costs by $80,000 annually. 
The city already owns a number of tractors and trail- 
ers, bought for this purpose in 1924, but they have 


never been used because docking facilities are lack- 


ing. Until recently, the Government withheld per- 
mission for reconstruction of the Chouteau dock, but 
the city is now free to go ahead with the work. To 
do so would entail considerable expense, but it is 
estimated collection savings would offset in two 
years’ time the cost of a new dock. 

We are committed to no particular method of gar- 
bage disposal, but believe the exigencies of the mo 
ment dictate a renewal of the hog-feeding contract 
for a five-year period. Contracts for lesser periods 
have proved unsatisfactory and far less economical. 
At the end of that time, the mass of facts and figures 
collected by the inspection committee last summer, 
together with free discussion, should yield the final 
answer.

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ON THE DEFENSIVE IN THE SOUTH. 

The textile mill operators of the South now are 
admittedly on the defensive. Their first efforts to 
cope with labor troubles were to,make the conflict 
seem a fight of Americanism ainst Bolshevism, 
of the church against atheism, of the peaceful, con- 
tented worker against the reckless agitator. Now 
they are abandoning the field of ethics and have 
come down to the solid bedrock of wages and work- 
ing conditions, which, of course, cause all the unrest. 

In this connection some excellent advice was given 
to the mill owners by a recent editorial in the Manv- 
facturers Record, which cannot be suspected of 
preaching radicalism. Urging a campaign of trutb- 
ful publicity about the mills, this publication says: 

The South must at the same time pay the 
highest rate of wages it can possibly pay. Low 

Wages are always an injury to a community or 

to an industry. For humanity's sake, as well 

as from the economic standpoint, the Manu- 
facturers Record has for years constantly urged 


that the highest rate of wages which industry 
can pay should be paid to labor. 


The publicity campaign has begun, and it is a de- 
fensive campaign. One of its products is the recent 
40-page supplement of the Charlotte (N. C.) News. 
containing laudatory writeups of mills and mill 
towns, with many pictures of churches, community 
buildings, day nurseries and Fourth of July parades, 
but meager statistics on wages. 

Another result is a page broadside printed in many 
South Carolina papers, headed, “Shall We Profit 
by the Experience of Others?” The 48-hour week, 
it states, has caused all the industrial troubles and 
Gwindling business of Massachusetts mills. Instead 
of preaching. on this point, Southern textile men 
should realize that their present troubles are the 
same as those which beset New England not so

but that sort of thing will not fool the historian. The 
Washington conference bore out Milton’s celebrated 
line that “Peace hath her victories no less renowned 
than war.” When Mr. Hughes became Secretary of 
State, he was faced by a very grave situation in the 
Pacific. The United States. was establishing a great 
naval base at Pearl Harbor in the Hawallan Islands. 
She was said to be contemplating a lesser naval base 
at Guam, and still another at Manila. The Japanese 
naturally regarded all these realities and rumors with 
apprehension. The impression that the United States 
meant to dominate the Pacific and pin Japan to the 
territorial waters of Nippon was heightened by with- 
drawal of England from the old Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance. 

Neither Mr. Harding nor Mr. Hughes knew of any 
such design upon the part of the United States. It 
was something that had arisen out of the welter of 
the great war. Political balances were changing, and 
those changes made all the world nervous. Mr. Hard- 
ing and Mr. Hughes therefore made one of the master 
diplomatic strokes of modern times. They called the 
Washington conference. So far from confirming the 
rumor that the United States meant to dominate the 
Pacific, this country proposed preserving the status 
quo in that region by fixing the naval ratio of the 
great maritime Powers and curtailing construction. 

The Japanese were thunderstruck. They dispatched 
to Washington the greatest gallery sent by any foreign 
country to the deliberations of the naval conference. 
Five hundred Japanese publicists and writers came 
to witness with their own eyes the peaceful gesture 
of the great Republic. They did witness it, and from 
that day to this there have been peace in the Pacific 
and complete amity between the United States and 
Japan. The rumors in this country of Japanese coun- 
ter bases in Lower California or somewhere else in 
our hemisphere, and rumors in Japan of American 
naval bases west of Hawaii, were completely dispelled. 
Both countries realized that neither had any design 
upon the other, and so confidence and friendship took 
the place of fear and suspicion. 

Such was the Washington conference of 1921, and 
neither sophistry nor ridicule can take one whit from 
its achievement.

Whether history would repeat itself may be ques- 
tioned, It were hard to imagine two men more com- 
pletely the antithesis of each other in tradition, train- 
ing, temperament and talents than John Quincy Ad- 
ams and Calvin Coolidge.

Battle was his food and drink and 
recreation. He measured controversial swords with 
almost every contemporary of consequence, and every 
affair was a polemic duel to the death. One cannot 
picture Mr. Coolidge as a striking figure in the Sen- 
ate. It goes without saying that his wisdem, judg- 
ment and almost unique experience in public life 
could profitably be consulted in matters of legisla- 
tion and policy. But in the fierce white light of the 
front page that beats upon the Senate floor his repu- 
tation, it may be feared, would shrivel rather than 
expand. These are considerations to make any but the 
most adventurous spirit pause. 

Our guess is that Mr. Coolidge will not choose to 
run. But if he should do the unexpected his return 
to the Senate would probably stimulate a healthful 
public curiosity in the Government at Washington. 
That of itself would be worth while. 


DOES IT MATTER? 

We do not see how anyone can quarrel with King 
George over his refusal to meet the Soviet Ambas 
sador. It may be that the King is a bit crotchety 
about so purely impersonal a ceremony, but surely 
be is entitled to a few idiosyncrasies.

The foregoing may read-tike a 
prelude to some harsh « remarks 
upon the Drinkwater-Canby-Benet 
anthology of British and American 
verse; but it is intended only to 
some ‘thoughts. that should 
be in the mind of anyone in ap- 
proaching any contemporary anth- 
ology that is intended to be falrly 
representative of the time’s poetical 
product and its relative values 
The editors themselves, unlike 
some other anthologists, were 
keenly aware of the necesssrily 
tentative nature of their ratings, 
and gre at great paing to say as 
much. Though in some cases they 
may seem to have accepted in no 
tentative mood certain reputations 
that for the moment are practically 
beyond criticism within the society 
where they were developed, some 
of the foregoing remarks may -be 
pertinent te that seeming. It 
could not be otherwise. 


The astonishing thing about this 
work, at least in the American sec 
tion, is the very evident fact that 
the editors strove always to be 
fair, Nowhere does one feel the 
effect of those petty prejudices and 
jealousies to be noted in so many 
American anthologies, and it would 
be easy to point out various in- 
stances in which sincerity and a 
sense of values have led to gener- 


directions. This is a greater 
achievement than the average read- 
c* is likely to realize. Though 
not so familiar with all the British 
as with the American poets: rep- 
fresented, one feels that kwa- 
ter’s task hag been performed in 
the same spirit. 

The American section is some- 
w the larger, 64 poets being 
represented in 336 pages, whereas 
261 pages are given to the werk of 
50 British poets. ‘This disparity, as 
Dr. Canby explains in hig introduec- 
tion, is due not wholly to the fact 
that the volume is likely to be 
more widely used in America, byt 
also because of the greater amount 
of verse written in America since 
1900, and especially since 1912 
when the new verse rage began te 
be apparent. . 

The editors disclaim any inten. 
tion of placing in cemparison the 
values of British and American 
poetry of this period, but doubt 
less many readers will de interest- 
ed in attempting te compare. 
Though such an attempt is certain 
to prove futile, since art is not a 
contest, it can not leave any dis- 
criminating American reader 
abashed.
